If such occasion 
Bhould.arise l.know that you will aid 
me witb the devotion antl constancy 
which your ancestors displtiycd, in re- 
sponce to iny granfatber'H ap[ieai---a 
devotion and constancy that astonish- 
ed their contemporaries and all who 
witnessed their gallant exploits. To 
>you I conGde tbe -defense, honor and 
safety of Russia,

THE CZAR 



Regarded as the Sithinac of 
Europe. 

JjONnotf, May 23. — Tho Snhinx of Eu- 
rope just now ia tho czar of Iluaaia. He 
ia alike a mystery, and a terror to every 
one of tho crowned heads oxoopt, per- 
haps, that of King Qeorgo of Groeoe. 
.Milliona of pounds could be made .by 
skillful apeculatura if they onuld but get 
an authorized statoraont of his intentions 
for tho next thirty days. But lie aits 
eerenu and ailont at the head of the larg- 
est army now afield and grimly refuses 
either to act himself or to seek tho al- 
liance of any other power. The current 
explanation in diplomatic oirclea ia as fol- 
lows: Tho czar masBod his army at Udessa 
and in tho Crimea at tho time when tho 
affairs of Bulgaria appeared doaporato. 
Ho endeavored to foment a rebellion in 
Eastern Roumelia against Prince Alexan- 
der, but failed. If a formidable revolu- 
tion had broken out he would havo had 
an u.xcuso to invade tlio country, oatenai- 
bly to secure peace, but no one can doubt 
his nominal protectorate over Roumolia 
and Bulgaria would soon bo changed to an 
actual rulerahip over both oouutriea. This 
scheme fell through becauaa the other 
powers united in letting; ihe Bulgarian 
question drop, although Ruasia'a protest 
agftiuflt Prince Alesunder having a life 
tonuro as ruler of Roumania remained un- 
considered. This tricky action by the 
powcra, although it doubtloaa prevented a 
war at tho time, soured and angorod the 
c7,^r to such an estent that he began to 
gtiidually withdraw from tho European 
concert. l''oilod in his attempt to provoke 
war, tho czar liaa sinoo remained at Li- 
vadia devising means to again find a pre- 
text for invading Bulgaria. 

Tho foreign office and the diplomats 
have got over their scare regarding the 
C7,ar'u so-called mBtiifeate. It waa simply 
a "general order" issued aa a complirnunt 
to tho Black Sea lleet after a highly satis- 
factory roviow by the czar. Such tnaiii- 
fostoea aro iaauod daily by military and 
naval commanders in all parta of tho 
world. 

Tho fact that it produood a general 
feeling of alorm, only profea that tlie 
powers aro in dread of Russia's future ac- 
tion and that their leara lead them to ox- 
nL'gerato everything that comes officially 
from tho czar. The moat probable ex- 
planation of the present delay of the ozar 
ia that he is waiting until hia secret 
agonta, who are known to be swarming iu 
Eastern Roumelia, havo accomplishod 
something detinito in the way of an up- 
rising against Prince Alexander.

Moat roaders have read Marryat'a Cue 
novel of "Jai)he( ill ooarch of a Piitli- 
et" and huvo aympathizud more or less 
trith the hero in his tribulations and mia- 
takes. They rejoiced when ac last hia 
patience was rewarded by the discovery 
' of hia "da4".whom hs embr&ced with tlid 
ardor and affeotion which for many yeara 
had remained dammed up in hia nature 
for want of a paternal outlet. "Japhet'a" 
caao ie not singular. There ia an old saw 
whioh saya, "It'a a wiae child that 
knowB its own father," and scores of 
Japb&tii since time immemorial have wan- 
dered up and down on the- faoe of the 
earth in search of some one who would 
strain them to their bosoms and weep over 
them and call them their lorn; lost sons. 
But all have not boon so fortunate »»« 
Marryat's hero . Many have been doomed 
to disappointment and have gone down to 
the grave at last without having iccn, or 
at least recognized, their daddies. I* 
must be a bitter feeling not to belong to 
some one. Whoro can bo found a mora 
forlorn, lonesome object than a dog wliich 
nobody will own; or a horso, which, hav- 
ing served his master well, is turned into 
the streets to die; or a political party to 
Avhich few will adhere and no one will lead I 
The local opposition remind us forcibly of 
Japhot, Juat now they are in search of 
a leader, They want soma one to head 
them in a contemplated raid on the trea- 
sury. Their organs and corroapoudents 
admit that they have no leader worthy of 
the name. They are as doficiont in strong, 
able men as they are in numbers. They 
have sufficient aenao to recognize their 
weakness; but not* sufficient intel- 
ligence to prevent them making 
yiat weaknoaa known. What, for 
instance, could have been more 
injudtoious than the article in the 
W. Guardian which besought Judge 
Walkem to doacend from hia position and 
enter the political arena ! Who but a 
newspaper rauff would have dared to pub- 
lish thttt there was no one in the opposi- 
tion ranks Qtted to lead the party except 
Mr. Walkem 1 A heartless insult |:o Mr. 
Beaven was oouohed in this tetQurk. ' It 
was AS though one had said to him, "You 
are worn-out and broken-down in our 
service. Vou are no longer capable of 
leading, ^ou have had your day, and 
must now niako room for some one elae." 
Take, again, iliu loiter of an indiscreet 
correspondent of the Standard writing 
from Oatiboo. He, .|oo, vailed of the 
inefficiency of the opposition head, and 
cried aloud for a now Moaos to load them 
out of the muck and mire of despair. 
Then thoro ia tho Tinioa, which announced 
on Saturday tho retirement of Mr. Oal- 
liraith, the aub-leador of the opposition, 
ffuiii politics, and re-publishod without 
comment the Macedonian appeal of the 
Guardian to Mr. Walkem to "Coma over 
and help us !"

They are about to meet a foe — a 
strong, compact, ably led, victorious or- 
ganization, wluiae policy has been en- 
dorsed and approved by tlie country at 
largo ovor and over again. The two parties 
are face to face. Tiie drum-beat is 
heard along the lines, tho banners are 
thrown to the breeze, and a forward 
movement is about to begin, when the op- 
position suddenly discover that they are 
•»ii)H(s a plan. One of their commanders 
has lied and the other is without a policy ! 
The most thoughtless man among them 
sees that without a policy and a leader 
the first onwards weep of the government 
forces will obliterate the disorderly mob 
that is attempting to rally the stragj^lers, 
and present a bold, if hopeless, front to 
the foe.

The fact that during the first week of 
tho Indian and Colonial exhibition no leaa 
than 132,949 was the number of visitors 
may impart an idea of tho aucceaa of the 
immenae value aa an atlvertiaing medium 
that tho exhibits poaaesa.

Perhaps aa attrac- 
tive aa any other was the Canadian sec- 
tion and among its exhibits the fruits of 
her several provincea were conspicuous in 
their plenitude of variety and color, their 
magRificencd of size, and perfection of 
form. The many tinted peaches, plums 
and quinces, as well as plump cherries, 
gooseberries, cranberries and endless 
other email fruits, cultivated and wild, 
representing almost every section of the 
Dominion were contained in over one 
thousand glaaa jars preserved in chomi- 
oalfl. The main feature of the 
Eastern Canadian exhibits is the 
apples firm of texture, largo of 
size, rich of color. In King's and An- 
napolis countiea in Nova Scotia, alone, the 
annual apple product is 200,000 barrola. 
One hundred thousand barrels of Nova 
Sootian apples are annually exported. 
Pears are a class of fruit that does not 
bear shipment to, any great distance, 
though as it is thought several of tho 
varietioa will, the osperiment will be 
luude by exporters this aumraer, Winter 
pears of oourao would bear shipment, but 
those grown ot present are not of auoh 
high qualil;y as to render ic adviaable to 
exhibit them. Speaking, at the exhibition, 
of the fruit exhibits of British Colum- 
bia, Mr. Saunders, professor of Materia 
Medica, at Weatsrn University, Loudon, 
Ontario, who is in charge of tho fruit dia- 
ploy of the whole of the Dominion, says: 
"Theca are some peaches, pears, grapes, 
and apples from tlie coast districts of the 
mainland, and from Vancouver Island, 
and good samples they are."' The area of 
land in British Columbia used for fruit 
culture is at present small, though the op- 
portunities for the cultivation of a largo 
number of varieties arc unquestionably 
very great on tho coast, for instance, ut 
Vancouver Island, and tho islands in the 
north of tho Strait of Georgia. Why, some 
of the finest pears in tho whole of Canada 
are grown there, and all thti facilities 
now cxiat for raising many of tho varie- 
ties BO popular in California and tho 
United States. But the demand has been 
inaui&ciegt^isp, that the industry has been 
negleoted'to'a very largo degree. 'No 
use growing fruits,' said a IJritish Col- , 
urabian to mo recently; 'wo can't oven 
viva them away.' Now, however, ths 



through completion of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway iiaj thrown freali life into the 
province by opening up now chatinola of 
trade to the cast and to the west, and the 
influence upon fruit culture in the prov- 
ince must be marked, for a considerable 
fruit trade is sure to be dovelopod with 
the growing centres of the Canadian 
northwest. There is as yet no govern- 
ment encouragement of fruit culture in 
the province, but thia will no doubt come 
in time. Briliah Columbia is aluo just 
the place to develop tho canned and dried 
fruit industries, and one may soon look 
for a largo tT^de in peaches and apricots ao 
prepared. The province has diatiuct ad- 
vantages in many re ipocts ovor the groat 
fruit-produciiig districts of California. 
One of the chief of theae arises from tho 
more northerly climate — an advantage 
noticeable in tho whole fruit growth of 
the Dominion, from Nova Scotia to tho 
Pacific, as compared with that of the 
United States.

Tiic Cbaniberlain Illeetiugr a 
Great Success— His Follow- 
ers Solid'-nirs.

ENGLAND. 

LoNnos, May 31 — At a mooting of the 
Chamberlain party to-day !i5 members of 
tho house of commons wore present; of 
these £3 resolved to vote against the sec- 
ond reading of the home rule bill, only 
three supporting Gladatoce's Iriah meas- 
ure. Chamberlain road a letter from Mr. 
John liright in which the writer vehem- 
ently condemned tho bill and pled.i;od 
himself to vote againat it, and urged oth- 
ers to do likewise. It is thought the letter 
will have great influence in inducing tho 
members not to abstain from 'voting on 
the meaauro. The decision of the meet- 
ing it is believed insures the defeat of the 
government. 

Gladstone haa received a letter signed 
by 600 proteatunt residents of Ulster in 
favor of Irish home rule. Thuy say that 
they are convinced that a native parlia- 
ment will be conducive to the prosperity, 
contontmotit and observance of law in Ire- 
land. The letter haa given Gladstone 
much gratitloation. 

In the houao of commons this evening, 
Gladstone replying to aqilestion of Jleno- 
ago, said that tho government did not in- 
tend to proceed with the land purchaao 
bill immediately after the second reading 
of the homo rule bill. Tho debate on the 
homo rule was resumed by Mr. Henry 
Fowler, who spoke in favor of tho meas- 
ure. Lord John Manners, conservative, 
opposed the bill. 

A meeting of tho Hartington party hp.a 
been postponed until tomorrow. Lord 
Hartington'a followers remain intact in 
their opposition to the home rule bill. 

Chamberlain moved the adjournment 
in the house of commons to-night and 
will open the debate to-morrow, when Mr. 
Bright ia also expected to speak. The 
discussion promisea to be of unusual in- 
terest. 

A corrected annlysis shows that 51 mem- 
bers attended tho Chamberlain meeting to- 
day, and that on diviKiou 'IC decided to voto 
nguinat the Irish, homo rule bill. Five ro • 
fused to pledfje thtmsolves, and three de- 
clared that they would support tho bill. The 
news of the result of the Chamberlain 
meeting oaaaed intense excitement in the 
lobby of the house of commons. The min- 
isterialists declared that defeat was inevit- 
able, and there was a general rash of mom- 
bera'.to the telegraph ofiBoe to send orders 
to their election agents to prepare for nn 
iMmediate disaolution of pnrliiunout. 'I'ho 
conservative whips estiaiate the conserva- 
tive vote at 252, Jfartin'glon and Chnmhor- 
laiu's section at 93, liberal nbaeutoos at '25, 
and the -rote of tho Gladatonians and Tar- 
nellites at 297, making n majority against 
the bill of 51. Chamberlain in tho oourso 
of his speech at tho meeting of his followers 
to-day assured the vaverers that the result 
of a general election would beat Gladstone. 
Candidates' reporla from every (|nartfir., 
ho said, indicated that the country waH 
awakening to tlio U;ai that it was monncod 
with ruin. Several members of tho 
Hartington section spoke at tho meeting. 
They referred to tho plans of tho liberal 
unionists to fight every disunionist candi- 
date. The attention of the members- to- 
night centered more in the talk in tho 
lobby than i^ tho debate. After Mr. 
Chamberlain speaks to morrow an ofl'ort 
will bo made tcs induce Gladstone to reply 
and close the d'obute. The miniate>ialiata 
insist that the government, if defeated, 
will appeal to the country, while the 
members of the opposition assert that if 
the majority against tho bill is large, 
Gladstone must resign, in which event 
Lord Hartington would be summoned to 
form a now ministry,

Two years ago tho 'I'oronlo Mail build- 
ing, at the corner of Bay and ICing streets, 
was robbed of its towor and roof by a de- 
vastating Sre, from which the telophono 
operators barely escaped with their lives. 
On the firat of April last there was an un- 
fortunate repetition of this disastrous 
visitation, and the results of this have not 
been eii'aced. Since the April fire mon 
have been

Shortly betoro the city clocks rang out 
midnight nn Saturday, u fire alarm was 
sounded from the corner of Bay and Itich- 
mnnd streets, and almost immediately 
the fire reels duhed up to the Mail build- 
ing, the back windows of which were then 
illuminated by tho glare of flames. Tho 
mon devoted their attention at firat to 
what appeared to be tho soat of the fire in 
the back of Alexander A Clare's litho- 
graphing eatabliahmont on the third floor, 
but the rapidity wit;h which tho flanieesproad

compelled tho abandonment of any at- 
tempt at confining it. The shaft, through 
which pass the "forms" batwc^n the 
Mail's composing room on the fifth 
atory and the proas room in the basement, 
was a ready conductor for tho flames 
which shot up through it and the adjacent 
walla to the editorial rooms on the fourth 
floor. Hero the apartmeiita occupied by 
tho manager, Mr. Bunting, one of tho 
night editors, and the r^portera, euflered 
greatly, but the file room escaped very ae- 
riouB injury. The library was injured by 
fire and water, but eacaped fairly well. 
The .'ihaft and tho walls took the firo up 
to the composing room, but strangely en- 
ough, the damage here was not nearly so 
great as might have been expected. The 
Oames seemed to confine themselves 
to the

and ceiling, although they did occasion- 
ally venture among the cases, overflowing 
with new type that came from the foun- 
dry just a week ago. Some of tho display 
fonts were just damaged enough to make 
thom uaelesa. Tho ordinary type was not 
injured aufliciontly to prevent the com- 
positora aeiting up this morning's paper. 
The roof above the compoaing room was 
badly charred and the big skylight knock- 
ed out altogether. Tho firemen moved 
about amongst the caaea ao carefully and 
yet 80 quickly that they kept the flamoa 
in check and did not diaturb the typo. 

While everything above tho starting point 
o£ the Are wos being destroyed, the llats be- 
low Alexander & Clare's were alao aufl'oriDg. 
Tho flames crept down into the carpenter 
shop and spread to the Moil job composing 
room on the aecond floor.

by fire here, although the water which 
streamed down through the building in 
torrents, spoiled a great deal of the stock 
and rusted tho job preaaea on tho firat 
floor. The newspaper preaaea and engine 
in the baaement are unharmed. Com- 
paratively speaking, Alexander & Clare 
ore the heaviest losers, for everything 
they had in the building was destroyed. 
The lithographic presses are warped and 
cracked with tho intense heat and tlio ' 
stock is consuraed. The loss of many 
valuable, original engraved stones ia a 
serious item, and the work which had 
heen turned out and was awaiting de- 
livery was considerable. Mr. Alexan- 
der says that their loss will bo about 
310,000, of which thoro is an insurance 
of ^'8,000. Mr. Bunting, nianagor of 
Tlie Mail, said that tho loss on tha build- 
ing would be about §15,000 or ^20,000, 
and on the plant and material about

.7ohn Armstrong was the first man to 
see the fire. He ran and informed Uio 
watchman, whOj 

ha'stbned'dp .stairs, 
to tho oditorinl rooms to see how matters 
stood. Hia exit was cut off by tho roar- 
ing ilamco, and he made n daah for his 
life. When he- reached tho head of the 
etaira ho was very badly burned and his 
v/hiakors were gone. He was taken""to 
the hospital, where ho still remains.
